To study the Soi/th is to study a speaking tradition. 
Georgian's have deliberated their destiny from the church 
to the courthouse, fr6m 17^3 to the present. Discussions 
have been on such topics as': Who shall govern, England 
or America, Georgia or the Union? How can slavery be 
preserved? Who can best personify such views as state 
sovereignty, freedom, white superiority, honesty^ and 
coricern* for the people? ' 

The history and criticism of Georgia public address 
can contribute significantly to the understanding of the 
people, issues, and events of t^his Deep South state. 
The^study of Georgia putrlic address can for c^ffve'nience 
be divided into four broad periods: ( 1) . Colonial/ 
Revolutionary Period, 1773-1784, (2) Ante-Bellura/ Civil 
War Perio^d, 1785-1865, (3) Reconstruct ion/ New South 
Period, 1866-1900, and (4) the Twentieth-Century. Each'" 
of these general periods can be studied from the stand- 
point oT^the role and influence of individual' speakers, 
groups of speakers, political 'parties , issues, and argu- 
ments. One can also study rhetorical movements and 
rKetorical situations. 

There is some advantage in limiting the scope of 
one^s study. There is only so much one can accomplish. 
To exhaust information rn the newspapers, government 
public^ions, personal letters and memoirs, special 
collections, ' articles , books, and speech texts' available 
on a particular subject requires considerable time and

energy. One would be more realistic to begin with the 



study of the .speaking of "Rbbeft^ Toombs on Secession 
from the Union" than "Ante-Bellum speaking in b'eorgia." , 
One s*hould not be limite'd, however*, to individual 
speakers. Human affairs are complex.. Speaking is only 
one aspect of human history. Speaking should bV studied 
ir> context of the people, forces and events at work at 
a part;icular time, whether rhetbrica,l, political, 
''economic, religious, socio-cultural, educational 'or 
* philosophical. ' Such perspective can only be Achieved 
.through deliberate, and devoted study and research of the 
appropriate n\aterials'. , ' *• 

The best Bdvice on choosing a sub3ect for study 
and getting started is tp begin' reading general histories 
of .Georgia.

(1960) 
an4 read through the work for subjects ^hich interest 
you and which should be -studied rhetorically, Afte^r 
you have loc'ated a general field, using indexes and 
bibliographies, go find what has ^already been written 
on the subject. Then carve out an area you can handle 
Which deserves further investigation.

..TEXTS OF SPEECHES . 

Finding texts of speeches is critical to the study 
of Georgia public address. What distinguishes the 
critic of public address from the historian is one's 
primary concern for* the communicative influences and 
forces at work within a particular social context. Some 
speech 'texts by Georgia speakers are readily available.. 
For e_xample ^the speeches of public officials such as 
senators and- governors can be found in the sources 
listed under "government" below. Many anthologies are 
available on such well known persons as Henry .Grady, 
Joseph E. Brown, Alexander H. Stephens, and Benjamin H. 
Hill. Georgia speakers are included in anthologies of 
'Southern speeches. Usuklly, however', one must rummage 
around among old newspapers, government documents, 
pamphlets, etc. After you isolate a time period, per- 
son, or subje^, locate materials appropriate for that 
topic and begni browsing for speech texts. They can 
be, found in official proceedings of many organizations. 
Once you select a specific subject for study you are off 
on a detective hunt in every kind- of source for speech 
text^. The materials in this bibliography will help,,
